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Sunshine, Happir 


ALIFORNIA is fortunate in being able to offer 

tourists at least 300 days of sunshine in every 
year. Rarely are storms of sufficient severity to 
preclude motoring in any direction. During winter, 
when eastern states are weatherbound, California 
offers 5000 miles of concrete pavement traversing 
palm-lined highways, through half a million acres of 
rich orange, lemon and walnut orchards.  Particu- 
larly is this true of Southern California. 


The same conditions, but in a more limited area, 
prevail in the great San Joaquin Valley in central 
California, while further north in the neighborhood 
of San Francisco, Monterey, Santa Cruz and Golden 
Gate peninsula, concrete highways extend in every 
direction through rich deciduous orchard lands, 
where beautiful homes and delightful resorts abound. 


El Camino Real 


HE Coast Route between San Francisco and Los 

Angeles is 458 miles of concrete pavement. Del 
Monte, 127 miles to the south of San Francisco, is 
one of the big popular resorts on the Pacific Coast. 
Half way between San Francisco and Los Angeles is 
Atascadero, nestling in the hills of Santa Marguerita 
highlands—40,000 acres of highly developed fruit 
land, with Atascadero Inn as the oftering to discrim- 
inating tourists. 


At Santa Barbara, 100 miles northwest of Los 
Angeles on the Coast Route, two great hotels vie 
each with the other for tourist honors. ‘They are the 
Ambassador and the Arlington, both the highest type 
of hostelries. 


Excellent accommodations on E] Camino Real are 
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to be enjoyed at several cities and towns en route in 
addition to the more prominent resorts mentioned 
above. 


Route Through the Inland Empire 
HOUGH not as historical as El] Camino Real, 


because of later development, the concrete 
paved highway which connects Los Angeles and San 
Francisco through an Inland Empire 300 miles long 
by 100 miles in width, is exceedingly popular as a 
winter route between the Southern metropolis and 
the city by the Golden Gate. 


From Los Angeles to San Francisco by this high- 
way the distance is 422 miles. It differs from the 
Coast Route in that there are no prominent tourist 
resorts, but rather a succession of commercial cities, 
in almost all of which there are thoroughly modern 
hotels. The more prominent ones en route are at 
Bakersfield, 126 miles from Los Angeles, and 
Fresno, 232 miles. Between that city and San Fran- 
cisco there are several progressive cities, any of 
which will make an excellent stop for the night. 


Los Angeles to San Diego 


AL all-the-year-around route is the 
Southerly Extension of El Camino Real, skirting 
the shore of the Pacific a distance of 132 miles. ‘The 
run is easily made in four hours, and at San Diego, a 
city of 150,000 population, Coronado and U. S. 
Grant Hotels vie with each other for honors.
